1—The county should take the 
initiativ e to stimulate interest on 
the part of the present city gov ern­ 
ments in dev eloping uniform codes 
and regulations as a necessary first 
•tep. 
Marin county has grown rapidly 
tn the past ten y ears, and continu­ 
ance of that growth must be antici­ 
pated. We should now look ahead to 
the time when the many commun­ 
ities in the county will no longer be 
set apart from one another, and 
when instead of wide-open spaces 
only imaginary lines will separate 
them. Now is the time to lay the 
groundwork for the ev entual con­ 
solidation of all Marin’s city gov ern­ 
ments with the county gov ernment 
into a single political entity similar 
to the city and county of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Certainly measures should be 
taken to see that those areas in 
which there has been a pronounced 
population growth are giv en proper 
representation on the board of sup­ 
erv isors. Changing the boundaries 
of the present superv isorial districts 
Will help, but ev entually our super­ 
v isors should be elected at large, 
so that each one will be constantly 
alert to the effect of his behav iour 
on the interests of all of the people. 
Marin county can no longer afford 
the narrow v iewpoint of sectional­ 
ism.

Some y ears ago, when I was may or 
of San Anselmo, the cities of the 
county worked out a reciprocal lic­ 
ense arrangement for the contrac­ 
tors of the county . It has worked 
well all these y ears. Now, howev er, 
it is under attack in certain cities. 
There must be a sincere and contin­ 
uous desire to co-operate in order 
to insure success, 
I believ e the ultimate answer is a 
city and county of Marin. The 
people, under the law, must decide 
that issue themselv es. It is bey ond 
the power of electiv e bodies, such as 
councils and the board of superv is­ 
ors. 
2—The purpose of re-districting is 
to hav e, as near as possible, equal 
population in each district. This has 
posed a problem, because of the den­ 
sity of population in certain areas 
and the lesser population in ex tend­ 
ed areas of the county . Geographic­ 
ally , it has not been practical to 
date. 
With a county charter, prov ision 
could be made for electing at large 
all superv isors, with the arrange­ 
ment that all districts be represented 
by a superv isor liv ing in the district. 
Here, again, a city and county 
gov ernment would solv e this prob­ 
lem. Twmty -fiv e y ears ago I sug­ 
gested this to sev eral of the may ors.

NINE ISSUES ON TUESDAY BALLOT 
Bonds, Charter 
Be Voted 
More than 8,000 persons could cast 
ballots in San Rafael tomorrow for 
a $1,040,000 bond issue and two 
charter amendments. 
The nine issues to be v oted upon 
indiv idually hav e been endorsed by 
city officials as essential for con­ 
tinued progress. 
They are concerned primarily 
with prov iding funds for improv ing 
the city ’s drainage and sewage sy s­ 
tems, street repairs, a city hall and 
library addition, a fire station house 
and a modernized fire alarm sy stem. 
In each case the bond issues are 
said to be needed to put San Ra­ 
fael in a position where it can pro­ 
tect its residents from damaging 
winter storms and high tides. 
Moreov er, city officials report the 
funds are needed to keep the city ’s 
serv ices in line with the ex panding 
residential growth. 
The two charter amendments deal 
with a “ home-rule” prov ision and 
authority to prov ide for off-street 
parking. 
All sev en bond issues and the 
charter rev isions were organized and 
decided upon by a committee ot 
civ ic-minded residents. The “ May or’s 
•ommittee” recommended their pas­ 
sage to city officials. 
1 San Rafael City Clerk Gene Smith 
refused to estimate today on the 
turnout for the election, 
“ We hav e 8,199 registered v oters 
who could cast ballots in the elec­ 
tion,” Smith said adding, “ but it’s 
hard to say what the total v oting 
win be.” 
In the case of the bond issues 
Smith said a two-thirds majority 
would bw needed on each proposed 
issue to pass the matter. The char 
ter amendments will pass on a ma­ 
jority v ote, the city clerk added. 
The 19 polling places in the city 
will be open from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
Smith ex plained rema?king, “ each 
v oter in the city has receiv ed a sam- 
jle ballot and a card with the loca­ 
tion of the poll he is to v ote at.”

The boy or girl sufferin g from 
acn e should eat a well-balan ced 
d iet of vegetables, fruit, milk, eggs 
an d meat. Meat should be eaten 
on ly on ce a d ay. Plen ty of water is 
also importan t—six to eight glasses 
d aily. The bowel movemen ts should 
also be kept regular. 
The food s to avoid are pastries, 
such as pies an d cakes, ice cream, 
fried food s, iod ized salt, pean ut but­ 
ter, n uts an d chocolate. The d iet 
should also be light in suf,ar, fats, 
meats, potatoes, bread , macaron i 
ar\! cheese.

The Right To Know' Is 
Keystone Of Public Welfare 


« •Your Right To Know—A Constitutional Guaran­ 
tee" U the slogan this year of National Newspaper 
Week 
Editors do quite a bit of talk ing in print, both 
during Newspaper Week and during the other 51 
week s of the year, about freedom of the press. 
It has been the fashion for those who would in­ 
fringe on the freedom of the people to attack the 
freedom of the press as a special privilege. Cunningly 
and constantly, they attempt to spread the idea that 
newspapers in fighting for the freedom to report 
fully on the news are actually engaged In furthering 
some selfish aim. 
The truth, of course, is that if the people have the 
facts, they will k now what to do with them in a 
democracy. 
In Hitler’s Germany, the first fatal step that led 
to a world drenched in the blood of conflict was to 
eliminate the freedom of access to news, and report­ 
ing it. . 
So, too, it was in Mussolini’s Italy. 
And in Tojo’s Japan it was essential to cripple the 
free flow of news, and to control the press before the 
people could be deluded into the costly folly that 
ended only with the loss to Japan of its empire, the 
death in battle of a generation of young men, and 
complete and ¿abject surrender. 
This year, the slogan "Your Right To Know—a 


Constitutional Guarantee” spotlights a seldom-dram­ 
atized but implacable constant battle between the 
newspapers as guardians of the peoples’ right to in- 
fomation, and office-holders who wish to k eep some 
oi their actions secret. 
The battle-field extends from the city halls to the 
nation’s capital. Newspapers insist that all meetings 
of public officials are public business, and that they 
will report to the public on what is said and done. 
They insist that all public records are public business, 
and that they will examine them and repqrfc any con­ 
tents they regard as newsworthy. 
In the Redwood Empire, there is# very little ten­ 
dency on the part of public servants to attempt to 
k eep their acts or records hidden from the press and 
from the public. Elsewhere in the nation, this is not 
the case. Whenever and wherever it happens, the 
newspapers will insist, and fight, to maintain the 
right of you, the reader, to k now what is going on. 
The major battlefield is in Washington. Under the 
guise of “security,” routine public information is 
withheld by little men in little jobs, whose self-im­ 
portance is nourished. Also hidden for a time, of 
course, are the mistak es, the bungling and the in­ 
competence of some of these same little men. 
The right to k now what is going on, so that you 
can form your own judgment and act is as funda­ 
mental as your other right—the right to vote as you 
please. 
In fighting for your right to k now, the press is 
acting for your welfare.

SACRAMENTO TCNS)— For the 
fifth time, the experts in the field 
of traffic safety gathered in Sac­ 
ramento last week to study over 
the problems presented bv Cali­ 
fornia’s increasing automotive us­ 
age, and try to develop, if pos­ 
sible, some ways and means of cut­ 
ting down the traffic accident 
death rate on the state’s highways, 
The experts were confronted 
with a dim prospect. Already, the 
death toll this year is ahead of 
last, and so are the number of 
maimed and injured. 
But this dismal situation does 
not 
k eep the group from trying, 
at least. Governor Earl Warren, In 
welcoming 
the 
traffic 
people, 
pointed out that on California 
highways, 
someone 
gets 
k illed 
every two and a half hours. Al­ 
together, he said, “we are k illing 
3,500 people a year, and injuring 
more than 100,000.” Pointedly, he 
said the trend is constantly up­ 
ward. 
y 


The traffic experts appeared 
to center attention on the educa­ 
tion of the young people of the 
state, who are the future drivers, 
and who will be confronted with 
ever-increasing 
traffic on the 
highways. Provision for proper 
education in the high schools is 
gaining more favor, after statis­ 
tics indicate that such educa­ 
tion is of major assistance. 


On the other hand, insurance 
rates for drivers under 25 years 
of afce are spectacularly higher 
than for those over that age, and 
the parents of teen-agers just 
learning to drive are penalized be­ 
cause of the high accident rate in 
the lower age brack ets. 
Some of the experts pointed out 
that primary cause of the high 
death toll is unsafe driving with 
speed as the primary factor, and 
suggested that heavier penalties 
would do much to cut down the 
carnage.

NEW YORK (ff)—An unexpect­ 
ed rush to get Junior into cold- 
weather togs has caught the boys 
clothing industry short. 
A rash of re-orders from stores 
across the nation has built up a 
production t^ck log that is delaying 
deliveries from three to six week s. 
Many mak ers of boys’ coats, suits 
and outerwear have put their 
plants on two, and some on three, 
work ing shifts, trying to catch up. 
“The most serious shortage of 
boys* clothing in ten years,” is the 
way the Wool Bureau, Inc., de­ 
scribes it today. 


EIGHT LEADING boys’ cloth­ 
ing manufacturers confirm that a 
snarl has suddenly developed in 
production and delivery. 
Lik e many another manufac­ 
turer, they insist that merchants 
hadly misjudged the strength of 
the fall and winter mark et. The 
clothing manufacturers cut doth 
to fit the orders they got from re­ 
tailers, and 
sudden rush of re­ 
orders has caught all hands short. 
Part of the increase in demand 
comes from the growing popula­ 
tion of youngsters. The war babies 


now crowding into schoolrooms. 
Some 
of 
the 
manufacturers, 
however, think hopefully that they 
■are witnessing a new social trend 
among the young men—a desire 
to dress up and a reversal from 
recent years’ trend toward slop­ 
piness. 
Demand this fall has centered 
in outerwear, topcoats, sports jack ­ 
ets and slack s. The manufactur­ 
ers say that re-orders of sports 
jack ets has been especially heavy. 
The junior sports jack et has long 
been a spring wear staple. 


THE WOOL BUREAU also hap­ 
pily notes a general trend among 
the young toward, “the wool look ” 
with Saxony, Cheviot, Homespun 
and a wide range of tweeds on the 
popularity list. 
The emphasis on wool weaves, 
as opposed to smoother worsted 
fabrics, is more pronounced In 
boys’ wear than in adult mark ets, 
the manufacturers say. They are 
planning 
to 
stress 
lightweight 
woolens and worsted flannels and 
Cheviots in the spring lines to 
be shown later this month. 
As the Wool Bureau sees it, the 
trend reflects the lower prices of 
raw wool.

Districts Viewed 


In response to an editorial invitation extended them by the 
1 nde pendent Jour na*, the two candidates of the Second (Ross 
Valley) supervisorial district present their views on election issues. 
Mrs. Carmel Booth, former councilman of San Anselmo, and 
William Fusselman, incumbent supervisor, are both from San 
Anselmo, They both were mayors there. 
The questions they discuss today are; 
1-Do you think there should be more progress in the direction 
of consolidating city and countv services—one building inspection 
department with onlv one set of building regulations for the 
cities and the unincorporated areas o! Marin, for instance? 
2-Do you favor realignment of supervisorial district bound­ 
aries in order to get a more equitable distribution of population 
among the districts? (At present, two supervisors each represent 
more people than the other three combined.)

. 1—The county should take the 
initiative to stimulate interest on 
tire part of the present city govern­ 
ments to developing uniform codes 
and regulations as a necessrry first 
•top*. 
Matin county has growq rapidly 
Ip the past ten years, and continu­ 
ance of that growth must be antici­ 
pated, We should now look ahead to 
the time when the many commun­ 
ities in the county will no longer be 
•et apart from one another, and 
when instead of wide-open spaces 
only imaginary lines will separate 
them Now is the time to lay the 
groundwork for the eventual con­ 
solidation of all Marin s city govern­ 
ments with the county government 
into a stogie political entity similar 
to the city and county of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
7—Certainly measures should be 
token to see that those areas Li 
which there has been a pronounced 
population growth are given proper 
representation on tnc board of sup­ 
ervisors.

of San AnseiSid, the cities of the 
county worked out a reciprocal lic­ 
ense arrangement for the contrac­ 
tors of the county. It has worked 
well all these years. Now, however, 
it is under attack in certain titles. 
There must be a sincere and contin­ 
uous desire to co-operate in order 
to insure success, 
I believe the ultimate answer is a 
city and county of Marin. The 
people, under the law, must decide 
that issue themselves. It is beyond 
the power of elective bodies, such as 
councils and the board of supervis­ 
ors. 
2—The purpose of re-distriettog is 
to have, as near as possible, equal 
population to each district. This has 
posed a problem, because of the den­ 
sity of population in certain areas 
and the lesser population in extend­ 
ed areas of the county. Geographic­

With a county charter, provision 
could be mfiltie for electing at large 
all supervisors, with the arrange­ 
ment that all districts be represented 
by a supervisor living in the district.

$10 on the gambling table, they said 
the men could be brought to trial 
under the gambling laws.

NINE ISSUES ON TUESDAY BALLOT 
Bonds, Charier 
Be Voted On In San Ral 
More than 8,000 persons could cast 
ballots in San Rafael tomorrow for 
a $1,040,000 bond issue and two 
charter amendments. 
The nine issues to be voted upon 
individually have been endorsed by 
city officials as essential for con­ 
tinued progress. 
They are concerned 
primarily 
with providing funds for improving 
the city’s drainage and sewage sys­ 
tems, street repairs, a city hall and 
library addition, a fire station house 
and a modernized lire alarm system. 
In each case the bond issues are 
said to be needed to put San Ra­ 
fael in a position where it can pro­ 
tect its residents from 
winter storms and high tides. 
Moreover, city officials report the 
funds are needed to keep the city’s 
services to line with the expanding 
residential growth. 
The two charter amendments deal 
with a “home:rule” provision and 
authority to provide for off-street 
perking. 
All seven bond issues and the 
charter revisions were organized and 
decided upon by a committee of 
civic-minded residents. The “Mayor’s 
•o mm it tee” recommended their pas­ 
sage to city officials. 
* San Rafael City Clerk Gene Smith 
refused to estimate today on the 
turnout for the election. 
“We have 8,199 registered voters 
who could cast ballots to the elec 
tion,” Smith said adding, “but it’s 
hard to say what the total voting 
will be.” 
In the case of the bond issues 
Smith said a two-thirds majority 
would be needed on each proposed, 
issue to pass the matter. The char­ 
ter amendments will pass on a ma­ 
jority vote, the city clerk added. 
The 19 polling places to the city 
will be open from 7 e.m. to 7 p.m. 
Smith explained remarking, “each 
voter in the city has received a sam­ 
ple ballot and a card with the loca­ 
tion of the poll he is to vote at.”

GLAND DISTURBANCE 
ham comes from a disturbance 
of certain glands in the skin, known 
a* the sebaceous or oU glands. It Is 
seen more often in boys than girls, 
though it is quite frequent in both. 
Its most usual location Is on the 
face, shoulders, chest and nvyfr 
After its onset in adolescence, the 
disease may continue for some 
years. Serious cases can be very dis­ 
figuring, and may even cause per­ 
manent scars. 
What are the changes that attack 
the skin gland in this way? It is 
thought that the underlying cause 
is an overproduction of male hor­ 
mones at this time, Remember that 
the body begins to produce more 
of the sex hormones at adolescence, 
and women, as well as men, produce 
some of the male hormones. These 
hormones 
cause 
the 
sebaceous 
glands to over-sec re te a waxy sub­ 
stance that plugs up the gland and 
forms a pimple. This type of plug 
or blackhead is present in all cases 
of acne. 
WELL-BALANCED DIET 
The boy or girl suffering from 
acne should eat a well-balanced 
diet of vegetables, fruit, milk, eggs 
and meat. Heat should be eaten 
only once a day. Plenty of water is 
also important—six to eight glasses 
daily. The bowel movements should 
also be kept regular. 
The foods to avoid are pastries, 
such as pies and cakes, ice cream, 
fried foods, iodized salt, peanut but­ 
ter, nuts and chocolate. The diet 
should also be light in suyar, fats, 
meats, potatoes, bread, macaroni 
a TV cheese. 
OINTMENTS MAY HELP 
The face should be washed with 
a mild soap several times daily, but 
the person should not squeeze the 
pimples or blackheads. Ointments 
containing sulfonamide are some­ 
times of help in clearing up cases 
of acne. 
Since this condition is so often 
due to an excess of male hormones, 
it has been found that small doses 
of female hormones may be of help 
Careful tests have shown that pa­ 
tients who received small doses of 
hormones rarely failed to show some 
improvement. Large doses of vita­ 
min A may also be of great help.

How d’you feel about skipping 
kids at school? The brightest ones, 
I mean. The ones who are away 
ahead of themselves. Think it is 
right to skip them? I do, under 
proper circumstances. Let’s look at 
skipping today. 
You should not try to decide 
for yourself whether your child 
should be skipped or not. No parent 
should try to judge his own little 
one that way. But if you do think 
it possible that your young’n should 
get an extra promotion you can get 
experts to heft) you, Y jj need to 
find the answer» to four important 
questions: 
<!) Does this child have a high 
I Q ? His “Mental Age ’ must be 
considerably ahead of his ‘Chron­ 
ological Age” If the skipping is to 
succeed. Hire a qualified psycholo­ 
gist to give an individual intelligence 
test and find this answer. 
(2) Has your youngster already 
learned practically everything that 
is to be taught in his present grade?

WE SEE BY TH E PAPERS 


The Right To Know' Is 
Keystone Of Public Welfare 


"Your Right To Know—A Constitutional Guaran­ 
tee" is the Slogan this year of National Newspaper 
Week. 
Editor* do Quite a bit of talking in print, both 
during Newspaper Week and during the other 51 
weeks of the year, about freedom of the pres*. 
It has been the fashion for those who would' in­ 
fringe on the freedom of the people to attack the 
freedom of the press as a special privilege. Cunningly 
and constantly, they attempt to spread the idea that 
newspapers in fighting for the freedom to report 
fully on the new* are actually engaged in furthering 
some selfish aim. 
The truth, of course, is that if the people have the 
facts, they will know what to do with them in a 
democracy. 
In Hitler’s Germany, the first fatal step that led 
to a world drenched in the blood of conflict was to 
eliminate the freedom el access to new*, and report­ 
ing it. . 
So, too, it was in Mussolini's Italy. 
And in Tojo's Japan it was essential to cripple the 
free flow of news, and to control the press before the 
people could be deluded Into the costly folly that 
ended only with the loss to Japan of its empire, the 
death In battle of a generation of young men, and 
complete and .abject surrender. 
Thli year, the slogan “Your Right To Know—-a 


Constitutional Guarantee” spotlights a seldom-dram­ 
atised but implacable constant battle between the 
newspapers as guardians of the peoples* right to in- 
iomation, and office-holders who wish to keep some 
oi their actions secret. 
The battle-field extends from the city halls to the 
nation’s capital. Newspapers insist that all meeting* 
of public officials are public business, and that they 
will report to the public on what Is said and done. 
They insist that all public records are public business, 
and that they win examine them and report any con­ 
tents they regard as newsworthy. 
In the Redwood Empire, there is^very little ten­ 
dency on the part of public servants to attempt to 
keep their acts or records hidden from the press and 
from the public. Elsewhere in the nation, this is not 
the case. Whenever and wherever it happens, the 
newspapers will insist, and fight, to maintain the 
right of you, the reader, to know what is going on. 
The major battlefield is in Washington. Under the 
guise of 
security,” routine public information is 
withheld by little men in little jobs, whose self-im­ 
portance is nourished. Also hidden for a time, of 
course, are the mistakes, the bungling and the in­ 
competence of some of these same little men. 
The right to know what is going on, so that you 
can form your own judgment and act is as funda­ 
mental as your other right—the right to vote as you 
please. 
In fighting for your right to know, the press is 
acting for your welfare.

work-study program in engineering 
being offered by the University of 
California was announced yesterday 
by W ad H. Austin, president! and 
Carlton Cherry, head of the depart­ 
ment of engineering at the college. 
The plan has been in effect at 
the university for two years, but up 
to now no junior college graduate 
has been permitted to take part to 
It 
Under the cooperative plan an 
engineering student's program at 
the College of Marin will remain 
unchanged, but on transfer to the 
university 
each 
student will be 
paired with another student to alter­ 
nate with him to getting profes­ 
sional experience to industry. 
Each pair of students will hold 
just one job, one of thorn working 
while the other is attending classes 
at the university. They will trade 
off every six months for two years, 
and both will return to the univer­ 
sity for the final, that is the fifth, 
year required for the degree to 
engineering. 


Advantages of the plan are that 
a student will be enabled to finance 
Ids upper three years in engineer­ 
ing education by one full year of 
employment at the current salary 
of a junior engineer and that upon 
graduation he will be qualified to 
step into a responsible position at 
once because of his experience to 
industry. 


This is also an advantageous ar­ 
rangement 
from 
the 
industrial 
point of view, Cherry points out, be­ 
cause of the severe shortage of 
engineers and the urgent need for 
more qualified workers as soon as 
possible. 


To be allowed to enter on this 
program students must give evi­ 
dence of ability and proficiency 
through grades received at the Col­ 
lege of Marin and by aptitude tests. 
Cherry says that 20 per cent of his 
present sophomore class can qualify 
and plan to enter the work-study 
arrangement 
immediately 
u p o n 
graduation in June. 


Arrangements for the inclusion of 
the college were completed last 
week when three officials of the 
University of California visited the 
local campus ami proposed that 
Marin should be one of three junior 
colleges of California to be accepted 
in the program. The other two sug- 


University officials making t h e 
proposal were E. Paul de Gara», 
professor of mechanical engineer- 
tog, Miss Grace Bird, director of re­ 
lations with schools, and Paul H. 
Gaqbler. coordinator for the univer­ 
sity to the cooperative program. 


Cherry pointed out that the uni­ 
versity has always welcomed stu­ 
dents who have had the first two 
years of an engineering program at 
the College of Marin and that the 
equipment for such training is ex­ 
ceptional at the local institution. 
High school students who are inter­ 
ested, he says, may get detailed in­ 
formation from him at the college.
